ſumed, and loſt by the intricate expenſive management of theſe wicked deftru- 
Aive Deſigns ; and finding the ſame Councils after exemplary Juſtice upon ſome 
of the ( onſpirators, to be ſtill purſued with the utmoſt deviliſh malice, and de- 
ſire of Revenge ; whereby His Majeſty is m continual hazard of being Mur- 
dered to make way for the ſaid D's Advancement to the Crown, and the whole 
Kingdom in ſuch caſe is deſtitute of all ſecurity of ther Religion, Laws, Eſtates, 
and Liberty, ſad experience in the Caſe, Queen Mary having proved the wiſeſt 
Laws to be of little force to keep out Popery and Tyranny under a Popiſh 


Prmce. 


We have therefore endeavoured in a Parliamentary way by a Bill for the 


purpoſe to Bar and Exclude the ſaid Duke from the Succeſſion to the Crown, 


and 
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and to Baniſh him for ever out of theſe Kingdoms of England and Ireland. 
But the firſt Means of the King and Kmegdoms Safety being ttterly rej fed, 
and we left almoſt in Deſpair of obtainmg any real and effeetual jecurity, and 
knowing our ſelves to be mtruſted to Alviſe and At for the preſervation of 
Flis Majeſty and the Kingdom, and bemg perſuaded im our Conſciences that the 
dangers aforeſaid are ſo eminent and prefſmg, that there ought to be no de- 
lay of the beſt means that are in our power to ſecure the Kingdom againſt them. 
We have thought fit to propoſe to all true Proteſtants an Union amongſt them- 
ſelves by ſolemn and ſacred promiſe of mutual Defence and Aſſiſtance in the 
preſervation of the true Proteſtant Religion, His Majeſties Perſon and Royal 
State, and our Laws, Liberties and Properties, and we hold it our bounden Duty 
to joyn our ſelves for the ſame intent in a Declaration of our United Afﬀettions 


and Reſolutions in the Form mſuing,

Majeſty declare my hearty ſor- 
row for my own Sins, and the 
Sins of this Nation, which 
have deſerved the Calamities 
and Fudgments that now lye up- 
on it, and my true intention 1s by 
Gods = to endeavour the 
Amendment of my own Ways.

bl A. B. Doin the preſence of 
God lolemnly Promile, Vow, 
and Proteſt ro maintain and de- 
fend to the urmolt of my Power, 
with my Perion and Eſtate, the 
true Proteſtant Religion againſt 
Popery and all Popiſh Super- 
ſtition, Idolatry, or Innovation, 
and all thole whodo or ſhall en- 
deayour to ſpread or adyance it 
within this Kingdom. 

I will allo as far as in. melie; 
maintain and defend His Maje- 
ſties Royal Perſon and Eſtate . 
as allo the power and priviled e 
of Parliaments, the lawtul Rights 
and Liberties of the Subject, a- 
gainſt all Incroachments and 
Ulurpation of Arbitrary power 
whatſoever, and endeavour in- 
tirely co Disband all ſuch merce- 
nary Forces as, we have reaſon 
to believe, were raiſed to Ad-

Fitz- Harris gave Evidence of what Monſieur Dupay told him concerning the 
Earl of Danby at Windſor ; and that he ſaw the Earl of Danby there come forrh of a 
Room, and as the Earl went down Stairs he heard the Earl of Danby ſay , That 
he would break the Heart of Sir Edmond-bury Godfrey ; and declared that was 
all he could Witneſs againſt him. And-going our of Court, he heard one of the 
Judges obſerve, That this whole Fatt was in another County , and wot inquirable by 
ths Jury ; whereupon he returned in haſte back again and fait! Gentlemen of the 
Fury, I heard the Earl of Danby {peat the fame words at St. James, and then de- 
parted. This was all the Evidence he gave to/the Grand-Fary of any Words or 
Fa& in the County of Middleſex.
